Damaging Stubble Burning Practice 


By Wallace Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 

The last two falls (and 
later on this fall) great 
clouds of billowing smoke 
announced the burning of 
‘ecently harvested straw, 

I examined one field that 
had just been burned, The 
soil was like powder, the 
organic matter (plant resi- 
due) was practically nil and 
the complete field was ripe 
for wind and water erosion, 
This field was low in fer- 
tility and the estimated drop 
in productivity was about 
40 per cent, 

There are three main 
areas that stubble burning 
affects. The first is the 
amount of organic matter

Outlined below are the 
major changes _ that will 
affect producers, dealers 
and shippers of livestock 
under the Provisions of The 
Livestock Brand Inspection 
Act and Regulations, 

1, All livestock that are 
being shipped out of Alberta 
must be brand inspected be= 
fore they are loaded for 
shipment, other than live- 
stock going directly forsale 
at Dawson Creek, British 
Columbia, or Lloydminster, 
Saskatchewan, 

2, All livestock being 
transported or driven in Al- 
berta must be accompanied 
by a Livestock Manifest that 


fully describes the live- 
stock, 
3. Two copies of each 


Manifest must accompany 
the Livestock to the market 
and be placed on the gate 
where the livestock are pen- 
ned, 

4, Livestock not accura- 
tely described on a Live- 
stock Manifest as to the 
correct number of animals 
carrying each brand will be 
charged a double inspection 
fee, 

5. Every person who 
buys, sells or offers live- 
stock for shipment shall do 
so in his own legal name, 

6. Any person selling 
livestock not branded with 
his own registered brand, 
or branded with his regis- 
tered brand that has not 


that is in the soil, Organic 
matter is the cement in the 
soil that keeps it all to- 
gether, Without it the soil 
becomes like sandor flour-- 
ready to blow or wash away 
at the first wind or rain, 
Continued stubble burning 
leads to a very unstable 
soil. Now let’s have a little 
consideration for the future 
generations who must make 
a living from that land, 

A second reason should 
strike a little closer to home 
Retaining straw onthe fields 
helps to retain moisture, 
In an experiment scientists 
found that a summerfallow 
field with no straw retained 
only 21 per cent ofthe mois- 
ture which fell on it, The

11, Livestock being sold at 
country sales which involve 
livestock that have not been 
on the premises for at least 
30 days, as well as those 
offered for sale at farm auc- 
tions exceeding 100 head, 
shall be brand inspected. 

12. All livestock entering 
a feed-lot for custom feed- 
ing other than those pur- 
chased and transported 
directly from an inspected 
market shall be brand in- 
spected before or upontheir 
arrival at the feed-lot,

same field with two g of 
straw per acre disced into 
the soil retained 39 per cent 
of the moisture, The same 
field with the two tons of 
straw per acre just left on 
the surface retained 54 per 
cent of the moisture, By 
working the straw into the 
soil you can increase your 
moisture holding capacity 
by nearly 100 per cent, 

The third reason is the 
amount of nutrients that you 
destroy. Did you realize that 
a 60 bus, per acre crop of 
barley removes 90 lbs. of 
nitrogen, 25 Ibs, of phos- 
phates and 55 lbs. of potash 
from the soil, A 40 bus, per 
acre crop of wheat removes 
85 lbs. of nitrogen, 27 lbs, 
of phosphates and 56 lbs. 
of potash, A 30 bus. per 
acre rapeseed crop (yes 
there were some of these 
around this year) removes 
119 lbs. of Nitrogen, 36 Ibs. 
of phosphates and 72 lbs. of 
xotash, 

Now part of this is re- 
moved when you take the 
grain off, Isn’t it rather 
uneconomic to have the rest 
go up in smoke, they pay 
out more money to put these 
same nutrients back in the 


soil next spring? 

The preservation of straw 
and incorporating it into the 
soil significantly helps in 
preserving the soil in all 
respects -- so why burn it?

If you have two soil types, 
then send in two samples, 
etc. Additionally a sample 
containing the first six 
inches of soil should be 
separate from that contain- 
ing the six to twelve inch 
depth.
